4.  PubUc  festivities  in  certain  centres.

Most  gratifying  letters  have  been  received  from  leaders  in 


the  variout  churcho,  promking  active  co-operation  in  thii 
feature  of  the  celebration, 

3.  The  Educational  PropeAanda.  The  moet  im- 
portant feature  of  the  whole  celebration  will  concern  the 
children,  and  it  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  all  the 
Department*  of  Education  in  Canada  have  piomiaed  to 
lend  assistance  to  the  movement.  The  following  points 
cover  the  main  proposals  which  are  being  worked  out  by  the 
Canadian  Executive.  Fuller  details  will  be  iuued  in  due 
course. 

(a)  The  preparation  of  a  series  of  leaflets  or  of  pamphlets 
dealing  will,  the  various  treaties  with  the  United  States, 
the  events  which  led  up  to  such  Treaties,  the  negotiations 
which  took  place  and  the  general  results  secured. 

(b)  The  issue  of  literature  dealing  with  the  resulu  of 
the  long  peace  and  setting  forth  the  efforxs  which  from  time 
to  time  have  been  necessary  to  preserve  it. 

(c)  Arrangements  for  an  interchange  of  shields  be- 
tween schools  in  cities,  towns  and  villages  in  Canada  with 
cities  towns  and  villages  in  the  United  States  where  such 
places  bear  identical  names. 

(d)  The  preparation  and  issue  of  a  general  programme 
for  all  the  schools  which  are  taking  part  in  the  celebration 
in  the  centres  of  celebration,  to  include  details  of  suiuble 
pageants  etc. 

(e)  The  preparation  of  tableaux  and  masques  depicting 
the  signing  of  the  Treaty  of  Ghent  or  other  historical  events 
for  production  in  every  school  in  Canada. 

(f)  The  issue  of  a  number  of  recitations  and  patriotic 
songs,  with  music,  for  use  in  schools  or  in  connection  with 
the  general  celebration,  such  recitations  and  songs  to  be 
issued  either  specially  or  with  some  of  the  foregoing. 

(g)  Arrangements  for  competitive  essays  in  schools, 
to  be  planned  for  the  different  grades. 

4.  FeatlTitlea.  According  to  present  indications  special 
celebrations  will  be  held  in  about  one  hundred  places  in

"BeUeving  that  the  blessings  that  have  followed  in  the 
train  of  the  peace  lius  estabUshed  cannot  better  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  world  at  large  than  by  a  fitting  celebra- 
tion, the  American  committee  at  its  initial  meedne,  held 
four  years  ago,  formulated  a  plan  for  this  purp-se  The 
proposal  was  soon  thereafter  laid  before  the  people  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  self-governing  cobnies  of  the  British  Empire. 

"The  American  committee  was  animated  by  a  patriotic 
impulse  and  the  belief  that  through  an  adequate  world-wide 
SS  <°"  °Lf  f  "tu^y.of  peace  great  good  would  be  accom- 
plished towards  the  rational  settlement  of  international  dis- 
pute.

The  British  Committee  has  purchased  for  £10,000 
Sulgrave  Manor,  one  of  the  ancestral  homes  of  the  Washington 
famUy,  and  is  arranging  to  convert  it.  with  10  acres  of  ground 
surrounding,  into  a  museum  and  national  park.  Over  the 
mtrance  to  this  manor  bouse  is  the  coat  of  arms,  consisting 
of  three  stars  and  two  stripes,  which  became  the  inspiration 
for  the  national  flag  of  the  RepubUc.  This  house  was  erected 
by  Lawrence  Washington,  an  ancestor  of  George  Washington 
m  the  16th  century,  the  land  having  been  given  to  him  by 
HeniyVIII.  It  has  now  been  vested  in  a  Committee  of  which 
the  American  Ambassador  in  London  is  Chairman,  to  be 
held  m  trust  for  all  time.

Umted  States,  Great  Britain  and  Canada,  it  would  be  in- 
complete  if  the  other  great  powers,  with  all  of  whom  the 
pnnapal  participants  enjoy  the  most  cordial  and  friendly 
relations,  were  not  invited  to  take  a  prominent  part 

The  following  Manifesto  to  the  Nations,  reprinted  from 
Circular  No.  4,  was  issued  by  the  International  Conference, 
held  m  May,  1913,  in  New  York:
